He presented, in an affection- 
ate manner, the salutations of the Society which 
he represented, and expressed their desire for 
the continued prosperity of the London Mis- 
sionary Society. He adverted to the formation 
ol your Society, and to its present state, He 
very feelingly referred to your severe losses in 
the departure of Evarts and Cornelius, and to 
the more recent decense of Wisner, “ who, in 
the milst of his days, in his full strength, in the 
height of his usefulness, is removed from his la- 
bors and gone to his reward.” He also named 
the murder of Munson and Lyman, and improv- 
ed the event asa call for submission, depen- 
dence and prayer. He closed by expressing 
the readiness of American Christians to c0-0})- 
erate with Britain in conquering the world to 
the dominion of the Saviour. I was glad to see 
Mes. Codman and her daughters present to en- 
joy the animating scene. 

An appeal was mace respecting China, and 
£660 was collected in many, and slips of paper 
with names und sums thereon.

SPEECHES OF REV, DR. CODMAN, 

By the kindness of a friend, we have reccived 
copies of two speeches of Rev. Dr. Codman, before 
societies in London. Our readers will be glad to see 
them. 


BEFORE THE LONDON MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


The Rev. Dr. Copan (representative of the | 


American Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions) supported the resolution, and said :-— 
He thanked his reverend brother (Dr. Reed,) 
on behalf of his colleagues and himself, for his 
kind and affectionate notice of them and their 
country. He especially thanked him for this 
remarks he had made on the subject of slavery; 
he had fully expressed their feelings on that im- 
pertant and interesting topic. ‘They were op- 
posed to slavery in every shape, and he prayed 
that the time might soon come when Arerice 
would rejoice with England in its abolition. 


With regard to what his reverend friend had | 


said on the subject of prayer, it would be grati- 
fying to the meeting to learn that, for the last 
two years, the churches of the United States 
had observed the first Monday in January as a 
day of prayer for the conversion of the world; 
aad it woul! add new interest to the future ob- 
servance of this day, to know that British Chris- 
tians were similarly engaged.—Dr. Codiman 
then presented the Christian salutations of the 
American Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions to the London Missionary Society. 
He rejoiced to be the bearer of these friendly 
greetings. He considered himself highly hon- 
ored by the embassy of love which brought him 
hefore them this day. It is an embassy (he 
said,) not indeed from the Cabinet at Washing- 
ton the Court of St. James's. It has no civil 
diplomacy for its object; no commercial rela- 
tions to arrange; no boundary lines to settle; no 
difficulties to adjust; no treaty to execute, 
kingdom to which this embassy relates is not of 


this world, and yet the theatre of its operations | 


is upon the earth, It is to combine the ener- 


gies of two important branches of this blessed | 


kingdom. Itis to co-operate with each other 
in the conversion of the world, to consult: with 
each other as to the best methods of effecting 
this great sublime and noble object. It is to 
strengthen each other’s hands and to encourage 
each other’s hearts, that this embassy has been 
undertaken. In the selection of an individual 
to appear before them on this occasion, he was 
fully aware that the choice might have fallen 
upon one who could have pleaded the cause of 
missions with greater eloquence and with great- 
er success; but sure he was that it could not 
have fallen upon one more devotedly atta hed 
to this Missionary Society, and, from early as- 
sociations, more deeply interested in its history 
and success. It was his privilege, and he should 
always regard it as among the most precious 
privileges of his life, to have formed an ac- 
quaintance with this Society nearly thirty years 
ago.

She received| 
the melancholy intelligence with Christian sub-| 
mission, and only said, pointing to a large fam-| 
ily of children who surrounded her, “ [ only | 
wish | had other children willing to lay down

But in the 
death of their beloved Secretary, the lamented

moved from his labors and gone to his reward 

Within the short space of four years, not less 
than three of the Secretaries of the American 
Board have been removed by death. ‘The mem- 
ory of Evarts, Cornelius, and Wisner will not 
only be cherished by the churches in Aimerica, 
but willbe honored by British Christians, and 
by all the friends of the missionary cause | 
throughout the work’. But these events, though 
distressing, are not disheartening; though cast 
down we are not destroyed. Men see not the 
bright light which is in the clouds; but the clouds 
will disperse, and the Sun of Righteousness will 
shine with increasing splendour on the mission- 
ary enterprise. The blood of the martyred 
Munson and Lyman shall become the seed ot 
the church in India. God can raise up other 
instruments to supply the place of the most de-| 
voted and faithful of hisservants. ‘Though they | 
may die, Zion is immortal, 
fill the whole earth, and the kingdom and the 
greatness of the kingdom under the whole heav-| 
en shall be given to the saints of the Most High |

The dispensations of Heaven to the American

REVIVAL IN LEBANON, N. HH. 

The Church, of which Ihave been little more 
than six years pastor, may be classed among 
those, denominated at this day, “Exiled Church- 
es.” For peace sake, they left the home where 
their fathers worshipped about the year 1820, 
and commenced wandering from place to place, 
as doors, public or private, were opened for 
their accommodation. In many trials, they sus- | 
tained the ministry of the gospel with little in- 
terruption, and enjoyed the oceasional labors 
of many faithful ministers until Oct. 1823, when 
the Rev. Calvin Cutler was ordained their Pas- 
tor, Mr. Cutler labored with fidelity among! 
them until May 1827, when by mutual council 
the pastoral connection was dissolved. His! 
ministry was attended with many painful em-| 
barraxsments; such as the want of convenient 
place of worship, sore divisions in the Church | 
and town, want of punctuality in the payment 
of his salary, together with personal affliction | 
by sickness. Notwithstanding these dishearten- 
ing trials, Mr. Cutler did much to prepare the 
way for his successor, Disjuinted things were 
reduced to order and regularity; covenant-| 
breakers reclaimed, or disposed of according to 
the laws of Christ’s house, and several, now 
useful members of the Church, were converted 
from sin to holiness. 

Alter his dismission, the Church again resort- 
ei to occasional supply for about two years. 
In the mean time they, with their triends, built 
a4 commodious Louse of worship, received froin 
the gift of a beloved brother a parsonage, and | 
deposited other funds, all of which have ena- 
bled them with ease to support in a respectable 
manner, the gospel ministry.

Church to gird themselves and follow after. | 
The consequences, as might be supposed, were, 
many soon turned to the Lord, and joy and 
gladuess were heard in the tabernacles of the 
righteous, Inthe subjects, we see exemplified 
that most interesting truth, ‘* Salvation cometh 
out of Zion.’ Among the 61, added to the 
Church, since the first of last March, 50, or 
more are recognized as the descendants of pious 
parents or grand-parents. Aged members, in 
several instances, have rejoiced to see their 
children and grand-children publicly embrace 
the faith, on which they have, with confidence, 
leaned for threescore years and upwards. With 
such fruits of salvation before their eyes, and 
with the song of Simeon in their hearts, it is 
hoped they will be ready at the appointed hour 
to depart in peace. ;

United States and Russia.—The Globe of Wed- | 
nesday contains the following artic'e:—** It will be 
recollected that a Convention was concluded between 
the United States and Russia in April, 1824, regulat- 
ing various matters connected with the commerce 
and navigation of the two nations on the northwest | 
coast of America. By the 4th article it was stipula- | 
ted that the ships of both nations might, during a term | 

| of ten years, frequent, without hindrance, the interior 
seas, gulfs, harbors and creeks of each nation on that 
coast, for the purpose of fishing and trading with the | 
natives of the country. 








The ten years expired in| 
April, 1834; and we understand that formal notice 
has been given by the Governor of the Russian Colo- 
nies, to the masters of the American ships then trad- | 
ing there, that they could no longer claim, under the | 
Convention, the right of landing, at all the landing 
places, without distinction, belonging to Russia on 
that coast. Those interested in the trade will not 
fail to observe that, ander the 2d article of the con- 


vention, it is necessary for all American vessels, re- | 


sorting to any point on that coast, where there is a 
Russian establishment, to obtain the permission of 
| the Governor or Commander.

** Our community is in a state of excitement, on 

the subject of an insurrection of the slaves. It seems 

probable that they contemplated it pretty generally, 

and that last night was the time fixed on for the pur- 

ose. In Madison county, they have hung two white 

men (both Steam doctors) and seven negroes at least 


| About Livingston the excitement was greatest—the 


summary justice, however, of Mississippians, has 
probably quieted the spirit for years. Acting on the 
principle of ** galas populi suprema est lex,’* the good 
people of that place and its vicinity appointed a com- 
mittee to pass on the guilt or innocence of the accus- 
ed, and they acted accordingly. The two whites 


| were pronounced guilty yesterday, and after the sen- 
| tence was announced, an hour was allowed them for 


preparation, when they were swung of. One of 
them, ander the gallows, acknowledged the justice of 
his fate, and stated that the plan was for a general ri- 
sing that night, from Beattie’s Bluff in Madison, to 
Natchez: that the discovery there would probably 
defeat it as to this part of the State, but that there 
would be a rising that night, so sure as the night 
should come, &c. ‘The whites appear to have been 
at the head of it, and with the foolish hope of getting 
and carrying off plunder 

‘We have heard nothing further this morning 
The Postmaster at Livingston sent notice to this place, 
so soon as there was a surmise of the apprehended 


| agitation among the slaves, and it is possible it may | 


be suppressed over the State. Weare, however, un- 
easy here about the large plantations below—a day 
or two will remove or confirm those fears. Other 
white persens and slaves were under examination (or 
trial,) before the court, at Livingston, last evening.

‘I'he massacre was to have commenced 
on the fourth of July.—Their plans were well laid, 
and, no doubt but that thousands of the whites would 
have been murdered, had we not been saved, only a 
week befure the time, by a faithful negro man who 
was in all the secrets, and was to have been high in

Case of a Sleve.—Application was made to Re- 
corder Me Kowr on Monday for a habeus corpus to 
arrest a fugitive slave, from the state of Virginia. 
Mr. Corbin of Glocester county, Virginia, made the re- 
quisite proof ander our statute, that he was the owner 
of the slave, whe was a black man of about 30 years 
of age, and who had been born a slave on his planta- 
tion, escaped in June last, and came to this city, and 
the owner clained his services. ‘The sheriff made 
the arrest and brought up the slave before the Recor- 
der, It appeared that the black man had been a ve- 
ry confident il savant, and while entrusted with some 
property of his master’s, had absconded with that 
property. 

The black admitted that he was a slave in Virginia, 
and that he had a wife and children belonging loa 
neighboring plantation, expressed a willingness to re- 
turn in case his master would not punish him, and 
that he had been over-persuaded by a white man 
who had been with him to take the advantage of the 
confidence of his owner, and absconded to this state, 
where he was assured he could not be again taken. 
Of course, as on all such occasions, there was a great 
rush of colored and white people at the office, who 
coulda not or woald not be satisfied with all the expla- 
nations that could be given, that by the Constitution 
of the United States, and the laws of this state, he 
must be delivered up to his owner, who was entitled 
to his services, if he was a slave, as was proved and 
admitted; and some unguarded expressions of the 
owner, that he would protect himself and his proper- 
ty with his life, if hands were laid on him, at once 
gave at least an apology for excitement, and fora 
time there was the appearance of tumalt. 

‘There being no opposing evidence, the Recorder 
granted the certificate authorised by the statute to de- 
liver the slave over to his master. 

The jail where the slave was lodged for safe keep- 
ing, until the steamboat should leave in the afternoon, | 
was beset by a great crowd of colored people, whose | 
intention, judging from their conduct, was so uncer- | 
tain, that the slave had not been taken from the jail 
when our paper went to press.—lbany Dai. Adv

Onto ann MicnuiGan.—By the following extract 
of a letter, received in this city, ut will be seen that 
the troubles in the disputed territory bordering on 
Ohio and Michigan, are not yet terminated; and we 
fear that the occurrence which is detailed below, will 
have the effect of exciting the inhabitants of that re- 
gion to deeds of desperation 

Monroe, July 16, 1835. 

**Our border or boundary question is yet causing 
trouble. One of the Deputy Sheriffs of this County, 
was almost mortally wounded by a dirk-knife, in the 
hands of a person whom the Sheriff had arrested by 
process issued by the Courts of the Territory. The 
termination of this affair is yet in doubt; really it is a 
deplorable state of affairs. This occurrence tock 
place at Toleda, within the portion of Territory in 
dispute with Ohio. The Sheriff is an inhabitant of 
this village, and his life for atime was despaired of. 
He was brought to this town this day, by Steam- 
boat, (the affuir having taken place yesterday) and 
his physicians are in hopes of his recovery, though 
the wound was found by probing to be three and a 
half inches deap, in his left side. It seems almost a 
miracle that it did not prove fatal. | 

The perpetrator is yet at large, and speaks of the | 
transaction with coolness, and with a determination | 
not to leave the place, or be taken by the authorities | 
of Michigan! and public opinion is, that no persons 
would be arrested by virtue of process issued by the 
authorities of this territory, without the shedding of 
more blood.”’ [-Mere Jour | 

Indian Stream.—The Concord, N. H. States- 
man, contains a letter from a highly respectable and 
intelligent gentleman of Stewartstown, acc ompanied 
with an explanation of the circumstances out of 
which the troubles alluded to in it have grown, ‘* It 
should be understood, that Indian Stream has always 
been considered, and in fact has been, within the ja- 
risdiction of New Hampshire.
